This report has been prepared In an attempt to sumnarize the pertinent 
Information available to date relating to the activities of Gerhart EISIER. Of 
German origin, EISLER, after his entry into Ccranunist affairs in Europe in 
the early 1920 f s, rapidly became an international figure; as representative of 
the CcsnmmUt International, he has been active in Europe, America and the 
Far East at various periods.

He studied 
law at Kiel, Rostock, and .Berlin and at one tine reportedly woo Professor of Or¬ 
iental Studiea at University of Jena, Thuringia, Germany*. After World War II 
▼oh Leers managed to escape imprisonment in Germany by Russian and American auth¬ 
orities. In 1950 he went to live In Argentina where he was also known ao Dr. Sana 
Ruler* He went to Cairo in 1952, presumably to look for a job, and returned 18 ““ 
Argentina, where he remained until 1956. In the first half, of 1956 he moved to 
Cairo, with Ms family, at the invitation of the UAR government vhich desired to 
use his anti-Semitic background and experience to organise and strengthen it9 
anti-Israel propaganda program. ‘Abd-al-Hajid Amin, a language instructor at 
Cairo University, claims that as a friend of long standing he irresponsible for 
von Leers coming to Egypt and describes him as a sincere ftriend of Islam* (Amin 
is a Gorman national, born around 1900, who came to Cairo in 1952 at the expense 
of the Arab League to teach German to senior Arab league officers. He was then 
the only such European to be employed by the Arab League. His true name io un¬ 
known but believed to be Schmidt.) The official position of von.Leers in the UAR 
goveresjent was that of political'and propaganda advisor in the Information De¬ 
partment of the Ministry of Rational Guidance. To cover theae activities and to 
avoid embarrassment to itself, the UAR government in 1956 arranged an appointment 
for von Leers as a professor of language in Cairo University. Ho is also active 
In the Arab League and in 1956 was known as the •current Arab League representa¬ 
tive for Germany in Cairo" and "Arab League advisor on German mat tors."
